Armed bodies of men searched the 
vicinity of San Dimas late into the night 
on Wednesday in search of the man who 
attacked and gagged the pretty young 
wife of Mr. Arthur Aldrich, shortly be- 
before noon, in her residenco on Fifth 
street. 


The young woman had visited a neigh­ 
bor, Mrs. O. W. Hoke, on the opposite 
side of the street, and on returning to 
her homo she discovered a Mexican, in­ 
tent on robbery, in tho house. The mnn 
on being discovered, seized the woman, 
tied and gagged her and threw hor on 
the bed, and then loft hurriedly, as is 
revoalod by tho fact that many of the 
articles of valuo which he had collected 
were scattered over tho floor.. Tho con­ 
dition of tho house shows that tho wo­ 
man fought desperately, before she was 
overcome, as the telephone was torn 
from the wall, and chairs and other 
pieces of furniture woro broken.

.Manager \V. M. Griswold of tho Co­ 
vina Fruit Exchange suid this week that 
while prices for fruit had temporarily 
declined somowhat within the hiflt fow 
days, tho outlook for fruit to remain 
above normal in price to tho end of tho 
season is very good. Thero will bo fluc­ 
tuations in price, but tho big demand 
that, has hold so far through the season, 
will increase,, if anything, during the 
last weeks of tho navel season. 


In every way the navel season has 
been better than in many years, both in 
price and in quantity of fruit. 
The 
weather has been good for the keep­ 
ing of fruit in mniketnble condition. 
Only one flaw.in tho general conditions 
cuuses any nervousness on tho part o'f 
shippers, and that is the fact that the 
railroads are working far above normal 
capacity in moving tho vast amount of 
fruit which tho country is demanding.

SMASH RECORD ATTENDANCE 


The iinniial meeting of the growers of 
L a Puente Walnut G r o w e r s ' Asoe.iation 
was held on Tuesday at Hie club-house 
in W e s t 
Covina. 
General 
Manager C. 
Thorp of the California Walnut 
Grow­ 
e r s ' Asociation is t h e authority for the 
s t a t e m e n t 
that 
this 
meeting 
was the 
largest 
gathering of exclusive 
walnut*! 
growers ever held in Southern 
Califor­ 
nia. 


The morning session was devoted to 
an address by the Hon. L. W. Klinker 
on tho Torrens Title land law, a synop­ 
sis of which appears elsewhere in this 
issue. 
Mr. J. B. Neff of Anaheim was 
tho next speaker on tho program, deliv­ 
ering an interesting address on walnut 
tree pruning. 
Mr. Neff is the greatest 
authority on walnut culture in the state, 
h a v i n g given it utmost exclusive consid­ 
eration for over thirty years, l i e is one 
of tho few experts that can answer a 
direct question by a positive statement 
upon all matters appertaining to the in­ 
dustry. 
During his reii|url<s he said: 


" W a l n u t 
pruning should begin 
early 
in the life of a tree, but it is not al­ 
ways necessary to cut back when plant­ 
ing. 
This should be governed wholly by 
the root system. In planting, s t a r t I lie 
head a t four mid a half to (lvo feet. 
During the first eight or ten years prun­ 
ing should be done to shape the tree and 
make 
branches turn 
upward. 
Do not 
head buck any branch if it can be avoid­ 
ed in shaping the free; laterals 
formed 
on 
rapidly 
growing 
upright 
brunches 
will split off. 
When 
trees bocomu so 
thick 
that 
the sunshine 
does not go 
through the trees, they must be pruned 
if you desire to produce 
large 
nuts. 
Large nuts grow only on thrifty 
trees 
and those which are not pruned will not 
keep vigorous. It should be remember 


I'd that nuts one and one-eighth inch in 
diameter huve almost one and one-half 
limes the value of one-inch nuts, and 
those of one and one-fourth inch dia 
meter have almost twice the. value of 
uiin inch diameter 
n u t s . "

general manager of the California Wul-

strongly impressed upon the growers the

RANCHERS BY GLENDORA ASSOC!ATION 


Glendora Citrus Association will ship 
an estimated 1400 cars of oranges this 
year, 850 of which will be Washington 
navels. 


If the -prices average as well as prices 
last year, the association will return 
over a million dollars this year to the 
growers. And there is every indication 
that prices will be in excess of last 
yeaT. Last year this asociation received 
an average of $2.(39 for valencias and 
$1.27 for navels. 


This record makes the Glendora Cit­ 
rus Association the foremost 
orange 
packing house in the world. No other 
single packing house has a record that 
approaches the one. which has been 
made by this house during the past two 
years. 


Manager John Brunjes, who has been 
in- charge of this house for the past 
eight years, said this week that the 
house is taking care of. G000 loose boxes 
per day at this time of the season. 
This fruit packs out at the rate of ten 
cars per day, the cars containing from 
448 to 462 boxes. There are 125 pick­ 
ers at work in the orchards for this 
association, working every day that the 
weather will permit. 


This house is situated in one of the 
finest foothill districts of Southern Cali 
fornia, the fruit being of exceptionally 
fine quality. Out of the 2260 acres in 
the association there aTC 235 growers 
which shows that nearly all the amount 
of fruit comes from small growers. The 
fruit, because of the superior quality, 
has been gradually buildihg up a de­ 
mand of its own, and is known in the 
California'Fruit Growers' Exchange as 
always of a quality with which to fill 
special orders. 


During the past year the packing 
house has been considerably enlarged, 
so that at the present time the floor- 
space is 160 b y 220 feet, with a base­ 
ment the same size. A large box houBC 
is added to this capacity, and is adja­ 
cent to the main building. 


The house has six double sizers, two 
washing machines and two driers, em­ 
ploying 57 girls as packers, and about 
the same number of men for the various 
positions. 


Where other localities are split up 
into several packing associations, the 
Glendora house has maintained its ad­ 
vantage by keeping the fruit in one 
house, and by good methods of packing 
to establish a brand that is known all 
through the fruit-buying world. 
That 
this plan has succeeded is shown by the 
splendid condition of business—a mil­ 
lion dollar concern in a small town, 
handling a valuable and perishable pro 
duct with intelligence and dispatch, and 
bringing back to the rancher a handsom 
cr profit than can be obtained from any 
other product that the soil produces.

WAS GIVEN ITS NAME 


Poet-Humorist Recites 
His Own Compositions 


Instead of an afternoon meoting Mon­ 
day, the Covina woman's club mem­ 
bers, their husbands and friends, gather­ 
ed in the evening, James W. Foley be­ 
ing the special attraction. 


Mr. Foley belongs to that rare and 
gifted group of men who possess that 
unuBual 
capacity to be philosopher, 
. humorist, and poet, seeing all of life 
sympathetically and kindly, yet catch­ 


ing 
the humor, ^ which, like a golden 
gleam, lightens and brightens 
every 
phase of existence. And withal, he 1B 
a bit of a saint, too, for much of the 
philosophic humor shows the highest 
type of philanthropy, as his strangely 
appealing " T h e Tale of the Trail," or 
the bit of a poem, " O n e of These 
D a y s , " which stirs the heart to a new 
and optimistic outlook on life. 


Although formerly of Missouri, the 
poet is now a resident of Pasadena and 
has deservedly become immensely pop 
ular as a reader of his own poems. His 
half-whimsical 
monologue 
connecting 
the poems is most enjoyable, since keen 
humor, tender pathos, quaint philoso- 
, phy, and hard common-aense follow each 
other closely in his rapid speech. Mr. 
Foley seems to take his audiences into 
his confidence from the first, at once 
putting everyone into a good humor.

Today the state produces more than 
60000 carloads of lemons, and they are 
mostly of the Eureka varioty. It is in 
teresting to know the origin of this ex­ 
cellent lemon. 


In 1874 Gen. Edward Bouton, tho 
hero of tho United States artillery corps 
at Shiloh, purchased from Harry Bull 
the north half of block 42, Ord's survey 
of the city of Los Angeles, situate at 
College, Yale and Adobe streets. On 
the property was a lemon tree, well 
grown and luxuriant, producing a lemon 
with a thin, sweet rind. 


Gen. Bouton gave buds from this tree 
freo to Thomas A. Garey and J. W. 
Wolfskill, as well as to other nursery­ 
men, and they named it tho Euroka 
lemon. It is recognized now as the fin­ 
est lemon in the world and, as stated 
above, is about the only kind now pro­ 
duced in California. 


Harry Ball was a sporting man of 
early days, who kept a gambling-room 
at the northeast corner of Main and 
Arcadia streots. Ho spent considerable 
money in acquiring a groat variety of 
trees and plants foT the place he sold 
to Gen. Bouton. For some time it was 
one of the show places in the city of 
Los Angeles. 


I \ Where did the fine variety of lemon 
come from! 
Harry Ball told Gen. Bou­ 
ton that ho procured the tree from tho 
captain of a sailing vessel, who said 
he brought it from Tahiti.

his purposes for the race, and in pur­ 
suit of His plans for the ages.

" W h a t is the outlook for poultry 
with tho prices of feed so h i g h , " wan 
asked the other day. The reply was: 
" T h e outlook was never so good, and 
many who have dropped out of the bus­ 
iness will later get back 
quickly, or 
wish they could." This reply surprised 
the 
listeners 
until 
explanations 
were 
given that proved the solidity of the 
deductions. 


Because of high prices of feed and 
lack of knowledge, or indifference in 
culling out poor producers, thousands of 
small, and hundreds of lurge breeders 
have sold out their 
flocks 
completely. 
Poultry people are not raising 
chicks 
this year in the same numbers as they 
have in tho past.« The poultrymen and 
women are getting wiser in methods of 
selection and culling, on the whole, and 
cull more closely for higher egg pro­ 
duction and to eliminate all the dronea. 
The method used may be any one of the 
well 
known 
ones, selection of higher 
records of trapnested birds, Hoganizing, 
'or elimination of pons that 
averaged 
below a eertnin egg production. 
Many 
breeders have sold all birds of medium 
egg ability that they would ordinarily 
keep during normal prices of feed, keep­ 
ing only those of 175 eggs or higher, 
Breeders also are taking advantage of 
tho high market prices of birds, espec­ 
ially for heavy weights, and many old 
breeding birds uro being sold. 


March 
prices 
showed 
light 
weight 
hens, or those under four pounds, to be 
worth 121 cents a pound; hens of four 
pounds or over, 22 cents; roa'sters of 
about 3 pounds, 25 cents; fryers of one 
pound to one and three-quarters pounds, 
32 cents; broilers of one and a quarter 
to one and a half pounds, 34 cents, and 
old roosters, 14 cents. 


The reduction from last year in egg 
supplies in cold storage is very marked. 
During a recent week in 233 storage 
places only 4750 cases of eggs were held 
compared to 34,761 cases in the same 
period last year by the same number of 
storages, a reduction of 86.3 per cent. 
February showed a still more marked 


reduction, the decrease being 91.9 por 
cent. 
4 


All this goes to prove that an im­ 
mense shortage will exist before 
next 
winter comes, prices will go up much 
higher in proportion, and it will be of 
little 
moment if the housewife 
com­ 
plains. She will have to accept condi­ 
tions of a real shortage, or buy her own 
flock for egg production. The men and 
women who stay with poultry raising 
this spring are the people who will 
make finances better for their families 
in the coming months and years. But 
they cannot expect to make the birds 
pay their way with interest if no culling 
is dono, or if it is done in a slipshod 
fashion, 
because of high 
prices and 
feed. 


After culling comes balanced feeding 
to produce eggs early and often, which 
means that a bran mash and a feed of 
wheat will not bo sufficient. It is the 
opposite of economy to give layers the 
simplest foods of no variety. E g g s are 
looked for to pay the bills, in addition 
to supplying the birds with daily nu­ 
triment to exist. 
Tho variety must bo 
such that all elements necessary are in- 
eluded in the daily menu, 
something 
over metabolic requirements of the sys­ 
tem, or the egg production will not con­ 
tinue regularly. 
This variety 
includes 
brnn, \horts, fecdmeal, ground barley, 
and not least, 10 to 15 per cent of beef- 
scrap or fishmeal in the mashes. Variety 
of grains daily, abundance of tender 
greens, grit, shell, clean water and sani­ 
tary surroundings. 


Men and women who are working on 
these lines are making a fair profit in 
the business and are well satisfied with 
results.

BEST, DECLARED 


Honorable L. W. Kllnker of Los An­ 
geles Address West Covina Chamber 
of Commerce on Advisability of Put­ 
ting Land Titles Under Guarantee of 
State Funds. 


T h e " T o r r o n s J.nml T i t l e " was t h e 
Hubjcct of un adilr(.'HH delivercd at the 
W e s t Covina cltib-housp M o n d a y 
oven- 
i n g by the H o n . L. W. K l i n k e r of Los 
Angeles a t the regular monthly meeting 
of the West 
Covina c h a m b e r of com­ 
merce. 
On account of the inclemency 
of t h e w e a t h e r the a t t e n d a n c e was not 
as large as usual. 


Previous to the address of Mr. Klink­ 
er, J . L. M a t t h e w s of Covina, b y re­ 
quest, outlined a plan for the organiza­ 
tion 
of a 
rifle 
club for borne 
guard, 
and a committee was appointed to at 
once t a k e steps towards t h e formation 
of 
an 
organization 
of this 
character. 
Mr. Howard It. Link of P u e n t e wan nl»<> 
present and gave an i n t e r e s t i n g account 
of the formation of a rifle club at Pu- 
ante. 
He extended a cordial invitation 
to the ranchers of West Covina to co­ 
operate with P u e n t e in the m a t t e r of 
t h e organization for home protection. 


Mr. K l i n k e r ' s address was a practical 
exposition of t h e T o r r e n s land title act, 
a n d he said in p a r t : 


" T h e r e was a time when we hud only 
a b s t r a c t s of title in this s t a t e . 
They 
became bunglesome and were never sat­ 
isfactory.

charges.

t h e y placed in their certificate of title 
t h e words " a p p e a r s of r e c o r d s , " etc., 
to remove 
responsibility. 


" T h e 
people have become wise and 
refuse to be imposed upon longer in this 
w a y . 
T h e monopoly 
was so complete 
t h a t a land-owner could not sell or mort­ 
gage his land without p a y i n g t r i b u t e to 
the. title companies, a n d without a word 
nt 
to w h a t its cost should be. 
They 
aaw relief in the Torrens land law and 
, voted it in this s t a t e in 1014. 
Under 
t h i s law wo do business with tho s t a t e 
i n s t e a d of tho titlo companies. 
W o got 
our certificates 
of title a t t h e county 
r e c o r d e r ' s office. I t Is m a d e out for us 
n t once. 
I t costs one dollar for a trans­ 
fer, and fifty cents for a mortgage, and 
wo h a v e tho whole Btate us n g u a r a n t e e .

Bated out of the insurance fund, by the 
stuto. If»thoro nro a n y delinquent taxes, 
atrcot assessments or other claims delin­ 
quent, or registered property, the regis­ 
t r a r must notify the owner of tho land 
•within five days, and if it, is not paid 
b y the time of the tax sale the state 
p a y s the tuxes and the owner has live 
y e a r s to redeem his land. 


" A t the time of registration the sig­ 
n a t u r e of both 
husband and wife are 
t a k e n by^ tho registrar of titles to pro­

FROM JOB TO JOB AROUND 
THE WORLD * 


v - •

Late in the afternoon of the third 
day of the strike two of the chartered 
ships arrived in the bay from Norway, 
and orders were issued for them to get 
in readiness to transport the whole gang 
of miners back to Tromso that evening. 
The crews built bunks in the hatchways 
and supplies were put on board. By 
dusk the ships were ready for their un­ 
ruly passengers. 


GOOD-BYE TO THE STRIKERS. 
Before going aboard the strikers par­ 
aded about the camp, scouring the place 
for deserters. They were determined to 
make a clean-up of every laborer of any 
kind and in this way stop work com­ 
pletely. They threatened to kill one fel­ 
low who attempted to hide himself in 
the power-house, and to save this man's 
life the captain of one of the ships lock­ 
ed him up in a cabin. 
The strikers 
Anally boarded the two boats, the whis­ 
tles blew, and they were off for Tromso. 
The camp was almost deserted. Under 
my instructions the cooks had hidden 
• up tire valley in the vicinity of the 
glacier, and thus the culinary depart­ 
ment was kept intact—which was some­ 
thing. 


With the strikers shipped out, a feel­ 
ing of relief ^descended upon us. The 
manager had a tremendous burden tak­ 
en from his shoulders, and each man 
displayed a tired but smiling face in­ 
stead of the worried expression of the 
past three days. All the office hands 
turned to and became miners, rushing 
the work of unloading the incoming 
ships. 


If the management-had complied with 
the demands of the strikers the report 
would have circulated through Norway 
that the Arctic Coal Company was an 
"easy mark," and the mine would 
have become the rendezvous for all the 
labor agitators and riff-raff miners of 
the country. The day after the depart 
ure of the strikers Turner sent a wire 
less message to the Tromso office advis­ 
ing the official in charge concerning the 
strike 
and informing him that the 
whole crew was on its way to Norway 
to be paid off. Turner anticipated that 
the advent of this gang might cause a 
disturbance in Tromso and that they 
might 
1 raid the company's office. He 
therefore made arrangements with the 
government to close the samlag or fed 
erani<|uor house and to have the mili 
tia in readiness for trouble. He also 
cabled a list of names of the men who 
owed the company money for store pur 
chases, with instructions to attach their 
personal possessions and place them un­ 
der arrest. 


The Norwegian in charge of the 
Tromso office had a difficult situation to 
handle. However, he carried out Turn 
er's instructions to the letter. The two 
ships with the strikers arrived in 
Tromso; twenty of the men were im 
mediately arrested; the militia was on 
hand to maintain order, and the samlag 
was duly closed. 


Two Norwegian clerks were dispatch­ 
ed to Norway to go into the country 
villages and engage another crew of 
miners. 
In two weeks a new set, of 
mtfn began to arrive at the mine, and 
at the end of a month a complete force 
was on hand and proceeding as though 
nothing had happened. 
, 


I had now been with the Arctic Coal 
Company four months and hnd four 
hundred dollars saved. I hoped to meet 
my father in Toronto, Canada, in a few 
weoks' time and go with him to Cali­ 
fornia. One morning about four o'clock 
I boarded one of the company's coal 
freighters and started for Norway. 


The company's coal steamer brought 
me safely to Tromso. What a wonder­ 
ful transformation had taken pluce dur­ 
ing my two months' nbsence! Trofnso 
had discarded her dreary winter gar­ 
ments and was now arrayed in a mantle 
of summer gladness. Her gentle slopes 
were coverd with green grass and myr­ 
iads of little wild flowers literally danc­ 
ed as they thrust their tiny faces to­ 
ward the deep blue sky. The trees were 
in leaf, the aix was crisp and clear, and 
birds were sifffeing. 
The atmosphere 
rang with the joy of summertime, and 
the snowbound village of the winter 
was a glorious symphony of beauty and 
•happiness. I felt I should like to re­ 
main there for the rest of my life. 


But I was homeward bound, and my 
whole object now was to reach Toronto, 
where I was to meet my father, by the 
quickest and cheapest route. 


It was my plan to go by train through 
Sweden to Stockholm. My steamer for 
Narvik, the beginning of the railroad, 
did not leave for a day, during which 
I remained in Tromso. That evening I 
spent with several of my Norwegian 
friends at the Grand Hotel, ~-* 
s—• 
drinking, and making merry 
A dreary 
journey in a 
compartment of a Swedish train brought 
me from Narvik to Stockholm. I saw 
thia beautiful city as a real tourist. I 
was ft comparatively rich man with the 
money I had earned in Tromso and 
Spitzbergen, and I lavished, it rather 
extravagantly in an effort to see 


Tletcher. 
I sailed from Gothenburg for,Hull as 
an honest passenger of the steerage. 
My 
fellow-travellers 
were 
Swedish, 
Danish, 
and Norwegian 
immigrants 
bound for America. 
Being the only 
member of the steerage without a 
through ticket for New York, I was 
called before the captain of the ship on 
the second day out, for a cross-exam­ 
ination. He asked me several searching 
personal questions. I told him I was not 
used to such humiliation, and the kind­ 
ly-looking skipper said that he would 
leave my case for the English authori­ 
ties, who closely questioned me, but 
finally passed me. 


Soon after the ship docked at Hull I 
was on my way towards London at 
sixty miles an hour. 
The first boat 
from Liverpool to Quebec did not leave 
for a couple of days, and I decided to 
spend this time in the metropolis. 


Nearly three years of travel had re­ 
duced my wardrobe to a shabby lot of 
garments, and I was afraid of being ar­ 
rested for vagrancy. I wandered into 
a men's outfitting shop in Holborn and 
purchased a complete new outfit, in­ 
cluding a tweed suit and two English 
caps. 


I cabled my father in California that 
I would meet him in Toronto on August 
17th, and left from Paddington Station 
enroutc for Liverpool. 
I bought a 
through ticket from London to Liver­ 
pool by rail, thence to Quebec by 
steamer, and finally to Toronto on a 
colonial train—all for six pounds.

At Liverpool I boarded the Tunisian, 
of the Allan line, and in a few minutes 
was lost in the hold of the ship among 
the two thousand English and Irish 
emigrants My three cabin mates were 
East-end Cockneys. 


The Tunisian's schedule from Liver­ 
pool to Quebec was nine days, but, ow­ 
ing to the dense fogs, wo wero com 
pelled to anchor for three days off the 
Newfoundland coast to avoid any chance 
of colliding with an iceberg. When the 
fog lifted there wero quite a number of 
these huge monsters in our immediate 
vicinity. 
On one side of the ship 
counted sixty-five bergs, and there were 
quite as many on the other side. 


On the twelfth day we pulled into 
Quebec, and the two thousand steerage 
passengers were quartered in the immi 
gration sheds awaiting inspection by 
the Canadian officials. 
I encountered 
difficulty in proving that I was not a 
Norwegian 
cut-throat or a Swedish 
crook, but finally obtained my inspec­ 
tion-card, which permitted me to go on 
my way. 


I took a Colonist train to Toronto, 
where I met my father, who had come 
from California to meet me. He had 
wished me God-speed three years before 
in San Francisco, and ho was now to 
cross the continent with me and help 
me complete the circuit. Our meeting 
was a joyful one. He didn't even ex 
press horror at my travel-worn appear 
ance. I was dressed in an old suit, 
had a two-weeks' growth of beard on 
my face, and I needed a hair-cut and 
a bath. While my father waited in the 
station I sought the first barber's shop 
I could find, and after an hour of cleans 
ing was ready to travel with civilized 
people. 


Toronto was my native city, and I 
had not visited it since I was an infant 
My father and I, therefore, 
spent 
several weeks looking up friends and 
relatives before starting west. En route 
to St. Louis, I took leave of my dad 
and went to visit my travel-mate Bich 
ardson at his home in Fairmont, Minne 
sota. He had returned to America fou 
months before, and wo had not seen one 
another for nearly nine months—since 
we separated in Constantinople, in fact 
During my two dayH' visit wp each 
outlined where we had been since part 
ing and related to one another our dif 
ferent experiences. Richardson remain 
ed in Constantinople for two months 
looking after his job of electric-wiring 
for Roberta College. In that time h~ 
made many trips about Constantinople 
and 
its environs 
and 
became 
very 
familiar with the Turkish capital. He 
also made a journey into the country 
districts and got a glimpse of village 
life in Turkey. 


His course through Europe wns some 
what 
Bimilar to mine and included 
Greece, Italy, Switzerland, Germany 
France, England, and Scotland. He 
not visit Austria-Hungary, but spen 
several weeks in Germany, stopping at 
Munich, Nurnberg, Dresden, Leipzig 
and Berlin. 
From London he took 
trip to Edinburgh, returning to Liver 
pool, whence he crossed the Atlanti 
steerage to Boston. 
He arrived 
America without a cent. 
Fortunately 
tliere was a letter for him at Thomas 
Cook and Son's office from his mother 
in which was enclosed a money orde 
for twenty-four dollars with tyhich t 
buy clothes. He cashed the order an 
with the money bought a cheap ticket 
to Fairmont. 
Once more "broke," he 


geles jail on Sunday. He wns arrested 
early that morning at a lunch counter 
by detectives. 


The man admits he hnd some trouble 
With his wife, and says that Inst Wed­ 
nesday night he went to the theater 
where she- was working, to meet her. 
After lie had waited for her for hnlf nn 
our, he says, she came out of the the­ 
ater and entered an automobile with an­ 
ther man. Kelly states he forcibly 
took his wife from- the machine and 
wnlked home with her. 


He says Mrs. Kelly arrived home at 
o'clock Friday morning, and he hnd 
words with her. After their altercation 
Kelly tried to sleep and failed. 
His 
wife started to abuse him, he Btnted, 
and he seized her to quiet her speech. 
From the time he* caught her by the 
throat, he declares, he cannot remember 
anything very clearly, until about 7 or 
8 o'clock in the morning, when he 
came to himself and found Mrs. Kelly 
lying across the bed, with the stocking 
about her throat. 


After realizing she was dead, Kelly 
says, he fainted and remained uncon­ 
scious until nearly 10 o'clock, when he 
egained his senses and telephoned 
Patrolman William Simpson, saying he 
had killed his wife. Ho intended, ac­ 
cording to n note he left in tho room, 
to kill himself, but his courage failed. 


When the police broke into the rooms 
Mrs. Kelly's body dressed in a night 
gown was lying on the bed. The fnce 
had been carefully covered with a sheet 
and no apparent evidence of a struggle 
could be seen. Both pillows on the bed 
were slightly bloodstnined. On the foot 
of the bed the instrument of death—a 
grey silk stocking which Mrs. Kelly had 
worn—was found. It had been stretch­ 
ed with such severity that it appeared 
as a small cord. Kelly had patterned 
his crimo after the recent/killing in 
Philadelphia of Mrs. Grace Roberts, a 
model known as the Onyx girl.

WILL BE PROTECTED 


It having been reported to him that 
then- is anxiety in some quarters on 
the part of persons residing in this 
country 
who are subjects of 
foreign 
states lest their bank d e p o s i t o r other 
property should be seized in the vent 
of war between tho United States and 
a foreign nation, the president authoriz­ 
es the statement that all such fears are 
entirely unfounded.

Grunion, which is a sea-going fish 
similar to the smelt or sprat, and which 
comes up to the sheltered bays each 
year in April for the purpose of spawn­ 
ing, caused some excitement this week 
so far as a number of Covina men were 
concerned, and while they didn't get a 
large amount of grunion, they all had 
a night of sport away from the grinding 
cares of business. 


It is said that Max Leonhardt, presi­ 
dent of the First National Bank of Co- 
vino, was responsible in a large manner 
for the trip to the sun-flooded shores of 
San Juan Capistrano, which is half-way 
down to San Diego. The bank president 
was obsessed with the grunion idea, and
